He had not been speaking very 
long before a crowd in the San Francisco 
delegation, aided and abetted by a few 
other luu-loving delegates, began to guy 
him by applauding ironically and by 
persistently, cheerfully and encouraging- 
ly advising him to go on every time he 
iraflpet! for breath. 


Mr. Wellborn very eloquently indeed

-bout American tailors and Bhoemakers 
and American weavers, and about the 
exceeding groat happiness tbat would 
come to them if they were obliged to 
work at English wages in order to com- 
pete with English manufacturers. 


Mr. Wellborn did not make tits speech 


in tbe words just quoted, but that is tbe 
idea that was formed by every thinking 
nan who heard him.

acy in the political control of the coun- 
try, he says', with remarkable candor in 
regard to his own sentiments: 


I ask myoell, as an average citizen, if 


I would be willing to vote for one in ray 
)osition for United States senator, and 
,he answer is "No." 


In putting himself in the place of the 


average citizen Mr. Mills submits him- 
self to the crucial teat, and one which 
the ordinary politician would look upon 
with supreme contempt, but it is an hon- 
est test of the real riifht to political pre- 
ferment. It Ji ay be said by those who 
doubt tbe sincerity ot such an ntitnde 
that Mr. Mills knows that his affiliations 
destroy his chances for the sonatorpliip, 
and makes this avowal merely for effect,

Laying the 
question of availibility 


aside, Mr. Mills cwea some reasons for 
not desiring to bo a candidate if there 
were no corporate connection in the way.

tore undermined. I have looked into the 
Jaco of a Belf-rt'Bpectiiitf, right-thinking, 
manly uiau and found there aseuranct.s 
that he would not bend his convictions 
of right and his detestation of wrong for 
all tbe limdPtion and insincere praise tn 
which official dielinttion Is heii. But 1 
have seen the canker epot of ambition 
touch that character; 1 have watched it 
spread until it* by mp to ma of disintegra- 
tion were unmistakable; firet, a polito 
obeeqniouentHB to men without charac- 
ter; next a profession of conviction from 
a standpoint of pradoncoonly; and BO 
the entire conscience itself became en- 
wrapped in the darkening mists of hypo- 
critical pietente. In that mint the old 
selfhood, the old frauk independence, the 
old robust conscicntionenesB, with nl! 
other attributes of bifth manliness, were 
lost, and my former friend hod abdicate 
the dignity of the man. to become tho 
time serving official. J say to you with 
great frankness that I am notacandidate 
lor this, species of disintegration of in- 
dependent character, for this abnegation 
of self, for this decay of personal respect.

mints; and above all to tbe establish- 
ment here by governmental assistance 
of reduction works, which will make 
some central point in this country the 
metalliferous capital of the world. 
It 


is absurd, and it hao been a Eluding ab 
Burdity for fifty years, that a metallifer- 
ous country such as is fonnd west of tbe 
Rocky Mountains should not have estab- 
lished at more than one place perhaps 
reduction works at governmental ex 
penpe, where the accumulated knowl- 
edge of tbe world relating to metallurgy 
would be brought to bear in the develop- 
ment of our mineral resources. As it is, 
we must appeal to the knowledge ol 
Swansea from the ignorance of western 
American whenever refractory ores ate 
discovered. 


We have the same interest in com- 


merce with tbe great civilized world ae 
the people of tbe east, and the construc- 
tion ot the Nicaragua canal alone will 
confer npon ns the patrimony of pros- 
perity which naturally belongs to ns 
when our natural resources are devel- 
oped, and their development will depend 
upon an economic relation with tbe 
cbEntriea needing and demanding them. 
Our state has product* peculiar to it 
alone, ami it has the capacity to produce 
them in unlimited quantities. 
A fisca 


policy devised with reference to. their 
development means the establishment of 
a wealth pioduciiiK force in this state 
which, while not bompetioi; with tbe 
product* of other states, would .add to 
tbe national resources. 
We can make 


augar for tha nation. 
We can-furnish 


citrus fruit for tbe world. 
We can fur- 


nish all the natlonn will consume of tht 
grape and its product. Tbe Kovernmeni 
of tbe United States should turn its at- 
tention to the development of these 
industries here so that tbe wealth 
their production would confer would be 
retained within her own borders. 


The consideration of questions like 


these would conetituto natural politics 
and in such a political condition tb«re 
would be some honor in umpiring. Bn 
the question is and has bten, not whal 
can a man do for tbe state? but wha 
can he do for the leaders of polltica

•erviency to aggregated wealth, or how 
complete in his boodage to the politic* 
aspirations ot other m»n?
